1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the legal term "said" on 
lines 2-6. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 4, 4sub1 1 , 9 and 9sub1 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 4 and 9, it appears that "having three first outlet conduits" is repeated, 
inaccurately claiming that each firsts outlet conduit has three more outlet conduits. -For 
examination purposes, the second set of three first outlet conduits will not be 
considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Keyes et al. '960 in view of Croom. 

Keyes et al. shows a reservoir 12; inlet conduit 14, first outlet conduit 24; sight 
tube 36; return conduit at 30 or at 38; second outlet conduit 26; first sensor 34; second 
sensor 32; first valve means 30; and second valve means 28. Keyes et al. lacks the 
interior wall of the sight tube tapering and the number of first outlet conduits. Croom 
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shows a tapering conduit 1 1 , 1 2, the taper seen at numeral 39 in Figure 1 . It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide a taper to the sight tube 
as taught by Croom on the device of Keyes et al. in order to better control the flow out of 
the tube. The specific taper would have been obvious dependent on the desired flow 
rate. Finally, providing additional outlet conduits would have been an obvious multiple 
use of an already employed structure and also would permit for different measured 
amounts without having to change tubes. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Mayer et al. shows multiple outlet conduits; Jonsson et al. shows 
tapered measuring containers; and Weed, Wiczer and Schaub et al. show other fluid 
dosing systems.
